The Verdict. 


In a matter of the serious import of the ereo- 
tion of an immense public building, and the ex- 
penditure of several millions of money, the peo- 
ple fee: an intense and vital interest; and never 
has anything of the kind been so forcibly 
brought to notice as in the case of the part of a 
Court-House, the begiening of a Custom- House. 
and the fragment of a Post-Office occupying the 
ground near the Grand Pacific. 

It was the office of Tux Tunern to first de- 
scribe the faults of the one story wreck in.ques- 
tion; it was the joint commission of all the 
morting papers to speak of matters just as 
they stood within .the smclosure.. The 
revital is mot 6 .pleasant one for cit- 
uns; it comprises improper founda- 
tions, defective workmanship, enormous and 
useless expenditures of money; and, last and 
most discouraging of ail, the discovery that the 
material used was totally and entirely unfit for 
the purpose for which it was designed. The dis- 
covery of this fact in the case was the cap-sheaf 
of a stack of misfortunes, and when it became 
known the average citizen was ready to put sev- 
eral kegs of powder under the fragmentary fail- 
ure, acd make ready for a new structure without 
delay. . 

The failure of the stove selected brought up 
two questions at once: (1) Was. tho material 
furnished by the contractor what it purported to 
be; er (2) Is che composition of the stone radi- 
cally defective and inadequate for the purpese 
designed ? 

Gen. Holman, the new Superintendent of the 
Structure, desired to satisfy himeeclf on these 
pointa, and accordingly set off for the quarries 
where the stone is quarrying Thursday evening 
last, in company with Supervising Inspector 
Oakshott, of the Treasury Department. It was 
the object of these officials to visit the quarries, 
and see the atate of things for themselves. 

The writer, having a different and more wide- 
ly-extended plan to get at the truta, proposed a 
little trip of his own to ascertain the record of 
the Buenas Vista freestone in times past, and to 
compare that record with its Chicago perform- 
ancer. The above-named officers acted for the 
Treasury Department; the latter individual de- 
sired only to communicate the truth to the

SUPERINTENDENT HANAFORD. 
HIS OPINION OF BUENA VISTA STONE. 
Arrived at Cincinnati, the home of the free- 
stone and the place of greatest experience in its 
permanency and beauty, the writer sought out 
Mr. Superintendent Hanaford, whe is in charge 
of the new Custom-House now building for the 
Greasy City. Mr. Hanaford’s long red beard 
and habitual moderation in reply prevented any 
very strong expression of opinion about the 
sandstone. He said, however, that he had used 
it for building; when geod of the kind it was 
an excellent material, but poor freestooe was 
shout ss poor as anything could be; he had 
found great care necessary to prevent the con- 
tractors and qumrymen from passing inferior 
stone on the builders. He then graphically and

AN OLD CONTRACTOR. 

One of the oldest dealers and contraztors, and 
cutters of freestone in the West is acknowledged 
to be Mr, Ieaac Graveson, who began dealing in 
freestone in 1850. Heiscredited with knowing 
as much about the article as any other man in 
the business, and it waadeemed well to extract 
an opinion from bim. It may be said. in pase- 
ing, that Mr. Graveson bas no quarry, and that he 
purchases good stove where he can get it best, 
and puts up buildings wuere he can make money 
out of them. He is of necessity a patron of

any questions bearivg uvgp the business of the 
said Mueller, it was net au easy magter to gel an 
answer.

The Buena 
Vista Company commenced operations in 135], 
and sold ome quarry to Mueller in 1858, and that 
gentleman has worked it since. The writer was 
rather anxious to know whether any other quar- 
ries of freestone had been worked near Mueller's 
lately, and sucoseded ia ascertaining that the W. 
J. Flagg quarry, worted by the Caden Bros., 
bad been carried on tear Mueller, and that he 
had bought ioferia. and cheaper stone 
of them. Graveson would not say that 
he absolutely Enéew that these softer 
and comparatively worthless stone had 
gone into the Oustom-Honse, but thought if 
they had it was into sme imside wall. He had 
no doubt that the Fhgg quarry was inferior to 
the Buena Vista, and Eat it was unfit fer many 
purposes, specially for outside walls. It was 
also or various colon, and, m short, as he de- 
scribed it, bore a striling resemblance to the ze- 
bra-colored walis of the o.

Mr. Graveson umted with Mr. Hanaford in 
saying that good fwestone was an excellent 


building material, bu that when poor is wae of

It may b said, to Mr. Greveson's 
credit, that he made avéxcollent and satisfactory 
freestone job of the Chicago Chamber of Com- 
mnefce building; but, as be remaried, he picked 
every stone at the quam, aod keew what he 
was getting.

THE CITY BUDGET. 

The Comptroller has submitted to the City 
Council the estimates for the appropriations 
for the year ending March 31, 1876. 

The five principal departments of the City 
Government have estimated for their current 
annual expenditure as follows: 
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action, and their violation of it was also indi- 
vidual. They have no claims whatever upon 
the public law-officers, who are paid by the 
city to attend to the city’s business, The 
public law-officers who are acting with the 
Aldermen in this matter are going outside of 
their duties altogether, and the other law- 
vers who have been retained must look to 
the Aldermen individually, and not to the 
city, for their fees. 
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THE PRICE OF GRAIN. 

The country can hardly fail to be struck 
with the anomalous condition of the grain 
market at the present time. The price of 
grain in Chicago is higher (freights included) 
than in New York or Liverpool. And this, 
too, notwithstanding the warehouses of this 
city are packed to their utmost capacity. 
The prices for June and July delivery show 
a liberal advance on present prices. In the 
meantime, New York dealers seemingly treat 
the matter as if the grain was held here on 
speculation, and that Chicago dealers were 
seeking to force the purchase at fancy prices. 
Never was there a more serious mistake. 
This grain is not held here by speculators. 
Is is in store here on account. of 
the owners who live in the country and not 
in the city. These men own the property, 
and are able to hold it, They have reached 
the conclusion that a large area of winter 
wheat has been killed and the ground plowed 
up; that the spring was so late that far less 
grain of all kinds has been sown this spring 
than usual; that the winter, though unusual- 
ly severe, failed to destroy or materially re- 
duce the grasshoppers, whose depredations, 
already begun, will this year be extended over 
a more eastwardly sectionof the country, and 
that for these and various other reasons there 
will de generally a much reduced crop in 
1875, Upon this basis the owners of these 
many millions of bushels of grain in Chicago 
are holding it for the advanced prices 
which they feel certain will prevail this year. 
The East makes another mistake in supposing 
that Chicago cannot carry grain for any con- 
siderable time, but must forward it for sale. 
The time when that was the rule has gone 
by, and every day the rule is getting stronger 
which requires that he who wants to buy 
grain must come or send for it. Except in 
extreme cases, shipments East for sale are 
getting fewer. Chicago has several custom- 
ers who come hither to purchase or order 


9,939 { shipments, and this is to be eventually the 


These departments, however, do not em- 
brace within their jurisdiction all the city ex- 
penditures. The Comptroller does not ap- 
prove these estimates, and advises their re- 
duction to $4,023,494. The Comptroller es- 
timates for the other expenses of the city, 
not included in the department expenses, the 
stm Of 61,288,826. We have, then, the fol- 
lowing opposing estimates:

The difference between these two esti- 
timates is the trifling sum of one million eight 
hundred thousand dollars 

It will be seen that the several departments 
have estimated for 40 per cent more money 
than the Comptroller thinks is required; and 
this difference, when the sum is in millions, 
is of considerablé significance to the public. 

The Comptroller estimates that a tax of 15 
mills, with the ordinary miscellaneous re- 
ceipts, will produce ‘the revenue to meet the 
expenditures he recommends. The miscella- 
neous receipts for 1874 were $286,000. Al- 
lowing them to be $300,000 in 1875, this will 
leave $4,977,320 to be raised by taxation, If 
the rate of taxation be 15 mills, then the ag- 
gregate assessment must be $330,000,000. 
The aggregate assessment in 1874 was $303, - 
705,140, on which a tax of 18 mills was ley- 
ied, producing $5,466,693. 

The Comptroller proposes to reduce the 
rate of taxation 8 mills, but also pro- 
poses to add $27,000,000, or 9 per cent, 
to the aggregate of the assessment. We 
question whether the salable or produc- 
tive value of the taxable property in the city 
has generally advanced 9 per cent within the 


of revenue to be raised by taxation is a re- 
duction from last year, and, if that amount 
of money only is to be raised, it matters very 
little whether thd rate be reduced and the 
assessment increased, or vice versa, the actual 
tax will be the same in both cases. The 
publie will be very willing to compromise 
now and accept the Comptroller’s estimate, 
But the Common Council have to act.

old charter, can go to the utmost extent of 
the estimates. Taking the department esti- 
mates as far as they go, and adding thereto 
the Comptroller’s estimates for other branches 
of the service, the sum is $7,108,845. De- 
laneous receipts, there will be $6,800,000 to 
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rule in this market. Notwithstanding our 
elevators are full, and the grain is held in 
bulk in the country waiting room for storage, 
and that the East refuses to buy, every change 
in prices is an advance and not a re- 
duction. There must, therefore, soon be 
a surrender. Pending this “ wait” on the 
part of sellers and buyers, the transportation 
companies are comparatively idle. There is 
grain enough here to give them all employ- 
ment, but somebody must buy before there 
enn be a shipment. In a very brief time 
navigation will be opened, and theSt. Law- 
rence trade will be resumed. As grain can bo 
delivered at Montreal much cheaper than at 
New York, it can be purchased for that market 
at Chicago prices with less loss than it can be 
purchased by New York. So with Boston, 
Baltimore, and Philadelphia, and if New 
York concedes that it can no longer compete 
with these points, then it must expect that 
the grain trade will find its way to other 
places. 


SCHOOLS FOR THIEVES. 

It has not been three months since the 
Grand Jury of this county had before them 
certain cases, wherein a licensed pawnbroker 
of this city purchased for $80 nearly $3,000 
worth of diamond jewelry. For one article 
worth $1,000 he paid the thief $5. The thief 
was a boy employed in a hotel; he had stolen 
the goods from a traveler, and posted off with 
them to where he could sell them, and, once 
there, was compelled to take what he could 
get forthem. ‘That case was never prose- 
cuted to conviction, because the owner of the 
stolen goods, living in another State, could 
not be obtained here as a witness. 

Now we have perhaps a worse case. A boy 
16 years old, employed in a wholesale dry- 
goods house, has, it seems, been stealing lace 
shawls,-and silk by the piece, and other cost- 
ly goods, and selling them to certain persons 
licensed as pawnbrokers. For these goods 
the lad received but a small pittance in 
proportion to their value. For two years he 
has been engaged in the traffic, and has 
doubtless varied the line of goods appropriated 
by him according to the demands of the 
market. The owners of these goods reside 
here. The boy confesses his guilt, and told 
where he had sold the goods. The alleged 
purchasers at first denied having had any deal- 
ings with him, but portions of the property 
having been found in their possession, they 
pleaded their licensed business. These cases 
ought to be soon ready for judicial investiga- 
tion. 


We have repeatedly called attention to the 
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paid to them by these pawabrokers, and their 
pilfering enconraged and rewarded by these 
dishonest fiends. They become. absolute 


We are stating matters that are notorious to 
the police, to Grand Juries, and to the Pros- 
ecuting Attorney. Still, so imperfect has been 
the law and so close the confidence between 
thieves and pawnbrokers, that convictions 
are rare. When there does happen a case 
where the evidence is complete, conviction 
ought not only to be swift, but ‘the punish- 
ment severe, The keepers of this class of 
shops are the educatom of thieves ; and it is 
not, perhaps, extravagant to assume that 
they have their unfortunate victims and pu- 
pils in hundreds of stores of all kinds in this 
city, gtealing and bringing the property to 
them at beggars’ wages. 

This business could not be done except un- 
der cover of pawnbroker’s licenses. These 
pawnghops are tenfold more criminal than 
the mock-auction shovs. Both are licensed 
by the city; neither could do business with- 
out the consent ef the Mayor, Every one of 
them can be closed by the Mayor at any mo- 
ment. It is a daily occurrence for the police 
to find stolen goods—notoriously stolen—in 
these pawn-shops. In every such case, 
if the Mayor sheuld revoke the II. 
dense, there would be at least. one 
fende broken up, .and one school 
for stealing disbanded. Suppose the Mayor 
try his hand at it. II any person were to 
open a school & this city, and advertise to 
teach boys, girls, men and women, how to 
steal and not be discoveed, such an establish- 
ment, if not mobbed, would be broken up by 
the police. Here are fifty or a hundred schools 
of this very kind, with their hundreds of pn- 
pils of all ages and sexes, not only teaching 
how to steal, but paying for -stealing, and all 
these establishments an doing business under 
license from the eity, ad may be closed at 
any moment by the order of the Mayor.

No degree of greataess. seems to divest 
men of the passions, pwjudices, or personal 
weaknesses to which they are subject by nature. 
They may attain suffhient self-control to 
repress the influence of these personal 
characteristics to some sxtent, but from time 
to time they yield to these influences and 
allow them to affect yublic affairs. If the 
story be true about Gel. Grant's being ob- 
stinately silent on the Third Term because 
he received an anonymus letter threatening 
his life in case he did mit speak, it is a case 
in point, This story, lowever, lacks the ele- 
ments of probability, ad we prefer to be- 
lieve that Gen. Grawr is silent because he 
considers it in bad tast to decline an honor 
which has not been dered to him. Buta 
notable illustration of the tendency 
we have mentioned in public men 
is to be found just now both 
in Germany and Englad. Both Bratarce 
and DALI have for nany months permit» 
ted their personal tempeaments to affect the 
course of public eventa and even to disturb 
the political intersts of their own Govern- 
ments and all Europe.

THE CINCISNAIT FESTIVAL 


I. 

The Cincinnati Festival of 1875 is over and 
gone, and, like its predecessor of 1873, has be- 
come part and parcel of the musical history of 
the West. The great chorus, whose sweling 
harmony has been as the voice of many waters, 
has fnoished ite laborious task and, now reste un- 
til summoned again to meet under the baton of 
Mr. Tuomas. The players heave folded their 
tents like the Arabs and gone. The organ’s 
voice is hushed, and Exposition Hall, which has 
reverberated to the music of the melodious mul- 
ticude and the tramp of thousands of feet, now 
hears no soundin its vast spaces. The great 
crowds have left the city, and Oincinnati once 
more, after a week’s esthetic rest, resumes ita 
application to business. It is a good time now to 
take a bird’s-eye view of what has been accom- 
plished; to compare the results of 1875 
with those of 1873; and to consult the musical 
oracles of the future, for these festivals have 
not been ephemeral events whose purpose ended 
with the final choral chord, nor mere passing 
shows for the enjoyment of the moment. They 
have left enduring marks which cannot be 
effaced. They stand and will ever stand as mon- 
uments to mark progress in Western culture, 
taste, and general esthetics. These Ohio River 
festivals have borne the same relations to music 
ia the West that the Lower Rhine festivals do 
to musicin Germany. They represent the cal- 
mination of years of labor. They are the fall 
‘and rich-leaved blossoms from seed sown with 
many misgivings, and they im turn will drop 
their seed into fruitful soil far still more beauti- 
fal fowering in the future. 


II. 

In making s comparison between the festivale 
of 1875 and 1873, the starting point is the pro- 
grammes. Mr. Tuomas bas always enjoyed the 
highest reputation for his skill as a programme- 
makor. His programmes have been constructed 
not sione with regard to conferring the highest 
possible pleasure n pon the hearer, but also with 
regard to tune eternal fitness of things.” He 
has laid them oct with as much care and regard 
for the relations of the various numbérs ass 
painter would arrange the lights and shades of 
his picture, or an architect the lines and orna- 
mentations of bis structure, so that there might 
be no jarring or dissonance between the various 
parte, Certain fixed relations of harmony and 
symmetry bave characterized them so absolutely 
that there has been no disturbauce of effects. 
Each of. the programmes of the past week. 
stands distinct and individual. The matinee 
programmes, which were most charmingly ar- 
ranged, not only so as to giveevery soloist his or 
her opportunity, but also to add to the beauties 
of the general ensemble, stand perfectly 
and, as it were, frame them in a graceful setting. 
The former ma jeat io 
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tice at a glance the point of difference in these 
programmes. The Ninth Symphony was given 
at both festivals with substantially the same ma- 
terial, except in the solo quartette, in which Mr. 
Van aod Mr. RupoLPusex sang m 1873, aud 
Mr. Wc and Mr, Rewugnrz in 1875, Mrs. 
Burr and Miss Cary singing upon each occa- 
sion. Comparing the two programmes, those of 
1873 were ight as compared with those of 1875. 
The latter represent a higher, in fact the high- 
est, grade of music. In colossal majesty, digni- 
ty, and grandeur, nothing bas been heard like 
tue Magnificat,” the “Triumphiied,” Lo- 
hengrin,” and the Ninth Symphony, and 
in short works it would be difficult to 
exceed the Laszr cantata of Prometheus 
in drametic construction and harmonious 
effects. 80 far as technical work is con- 
cerned, nothing has ever before been attempted 
in this country so elaborate, so luvolved- d 
complex, so much like a succession of musical 
problems, in fact, as the Magnificat” and 
„ Triumphlied,” the latter running throughout 
in eight parts. Mr. Tuomas remarked of the lat- 
ter that it was the hardest work he had ever led, 
and complimented the chorus that they bad 
learned it at all. A prominent musician of the 
modern school more tersely said that the second 
part of the Triumphlied“ was the devil's own 
invention. The fact that these extromely difficult 
and elaborate works were not oaly produced, 
but produced well, shows that great progress has 
been made by the Cincinnati chorus. A prac- 
tical illustration of this is the fact that the cho- 
russang *‘Ehjah” as easily aud fluently, not- 
withstanding Mr. Tuomas’ rapid tempos, es if it 
had been the alphabet. 
III. 

These belag the programmes, what was the 
material with which Mr. Taomas had to work? 
First and foremost of ali was the chorus, which 
was the foundation of the festival. in compom- 
tion and numbers it was almost identical wth 
that of 1873, and with the exception of about 
eighty voices it was entirely from Cincinnati. In 
nationality it was almost exclusively American. 
Iu membership it was composed of ladies and 
gentiemeo from the highest raoks of Cincinnati 
society, who have been not only willing, but en- 
thusiastically willing, to give their leisure for 
nearly a year to the preparation of four days’ 
music. The question is often asked, Why does 
this Cincinnati chorus sing so well? For two or 
three reasons: . 

1. It is a chorus which is young as to age ; con- 
sequently the quality of tone is young, fresh, 
and beautiful. It is a chorus of ladies and gen- 
tlemen ; consequently the quality of tone is pe- 
oullarly refined. It 1s a chorus whose heart and 
brains are iu its work; consequently it sings 
with love and enthusiasm, with appreciation and 
intelligence. 

2. I: ws a chorus which has not been afraid to 
work, and no ove who has not witnessed that 
work can form any idea of its erduous character. 
For ten months it gave itself to weekly study of 
the music under the direction of Mr. Nunn, who 
is thoroughly conversant with Mr. Tuomas’ ideas, 
the two men standing almost in the relation of 
brothers to each other. For six weeks it 
met two ot three times a week and reticarsed. 
Daring the week previous to the festival 
it rehearsed day and night. The day before the 
festival it went to ite work at 9 o’clock in the 
morning. and it only ceased at midnight. That 
is business. Such energy, ambition, and deter- 
mination as that are as sure to succeed as the sun 
is to rise. 

8. It yielded itself to a discipline almost mar- 
tial in character. Its attitude towards Mr. 
Tuomas was almost that of a subject to an auto- 
erat. It was freed from one curse, which is 
nearly always the despair of chorus-singing. 
Although there was magnificent material in its 
ranks, there was no possibility that any singer 
would have a solo. consequently there was no 
ill-feeling, and none of those insane jealousies 
which are 8o ruinous to vocal success.

A BILL TO DETERMINE THE LEGAL STATUS OF OLD 


CATHOLICS. 

Pants, April 29.—A bill determining the legal 
status of the Od Catholics bas been framed by 
a committee of the Prussian Chamber of Depu- 
ties.” It declares ther entitled to share in the 
use of Roman Catholic churches and ocmeteries. 
In places contaioing several chorches an ap- 
portonment may be made between the two 
bodies. Wherethe Old Catholica are in the 
majority they will be assigned the chief church, 
or have a right of choosing when they will 
use the common church. If the holder of a 
benefice joins them he will remain in posses- 
Mon, and on d vacancy arising will be suc’ 
ceeded by another Old Catholic. Where there 
are several bevefices, a division may be made on 
a vacancy arising in acco. dance with the relative 
numbers of the two parties. Otber ecclesiasti- 
cal revenues will aleo be shared according to 
numbers. If the Old Catholica become the 
majority in any place and the number of Roman 
Catholics becomes mappreciable, the former 
may have the full enjos ment of the revenues. 
Old Catholic congregations are permitted to 
form societies for religious purposes. The Old 
Catholics im Germany, according to the 
Univers, which professes to quote the statiftics 
of Prof. Schulte, of Bonn, number 86 .con- 
gregations, consisting of 17,674 members, I is 
to be umed that if the bill passes, the Prus- 
sian, like the Swiss Roman Catholics, will refuse 
to hold services in churches the joint use of 
which is allowed to the Old Catholics. At Berne, 
the former, scorning to enter a building pro- 
faned bv their rivals, recently obtained permis- 
sion to celebrate mass in the French Protestant 
Church; but this arrangement, if evor car- 
ried «out, bas been abandoned, for the 
Paria Ultramontane papers are now warn 
ing their readers against spending 
a Sunday at Derne on the ground 
that there ia no Catholic service. One of 
them goes farther, and recommends Catholics 
not io visit the town at all, suggesting that the 
botelkeepérs, who are very strong there, will be 
pectharly sensitive to this mode of reprisals. It 
may be added that the Central Committee of the 
Liberal Catholic Association of Switzerland has 
deciaed to convoke the first Synod of the Swiss 
Christian (Old Catholic) Church on Monday, the 
14th of June, at Olten. An earlier date had orig- 
inally been fixed, but it was found impossible to 
ariange in time the various subjects which are 
to occupy the attention of this important meet- 
ing.

THE ASSEMBLY. 

Panis, April 29.—The Permanent Committee 
of the Assembly met to-day at Versailles under 
the Presidency of the Duc d Audiffret- Pasquier. 
No member of the Government was present, no 
notice having been given uf a single question. 
The President said be bad forwarded each 
member of the Committee a statement showing 
what busigess the Assembly had transacted since 
it met in February, 1871, andthe business still 
before it. It bad considered 1,890 bills or pro- 
posals, of which 988 hed been adopted, 74 re- 
jected, and i118 withdrawn. Of the ro- 
mainder, 78 had. deen referred to Spe- 
cial Committees, 89 to Initiative Oommit- 
tees, and 18 to Commuttees on matters of 
local interest. Four hundred and ten Com- 
mittees had been appointed since the Assembiy 
met—namely, 289 Committees charged with con- 
sidering particular measures, 34 Initiative Com- 
mittees, 32 on Petitions, 82 on schemes of local 
interest. 5 on the Budget, 1 on the Army, 1 on 
Decentralization, lon Pardons, 4 on Accounts, 
and 9 Committees of Investigation. It would be 
for the Assembly to determine the order of fu- 
ture business. M. E:nest Picard thanked the 
President for the trouble he had taken. He 
thought the Bureau should coofer with the Gov- 
ernment aud the reporters of the Committees so 
as to arrange what subjects should be declared 
“urgent.” It would be impossible to dispoge of 
all of them before the dissolution, aud, though it 
would be for the Assembly to make the selection, 
the Government might furnish information 
and advice. The Duc d’Audifiret-Pasquier then 
gave some details with regard to the installation 
of the two Chambers at Versailles. Severa! proj- 
ects had been presented at the Bureau of the 
Assembly. M. Questel, architect to the Palace 
of Versailles, proposed temporarily to accommo- 
date the Senate in the Salle des Datailles, 
while the Lower House would continue to oocu- 
py the Theatre. Meaowhile the buildings known 
as the Grandes et Petites Ecuries would be 
transformed into a Pa:liament-house for both 
Chambers, It would take about three years to 
— the necessary works, and would cost 
9,000,000f. ‘Lhe plan of M. de Joly, the architect 
of the Assembly, would seem to be preferabie. 
It sesmed right to allow the Senate to 
choose ite own If it chose the

VESSELS PASSED PORT HURON. 
Spectal The Chicago Tribune. 


uty Colleetor Col. Robert Des Anges, Gustave 
W. Ball, and Lafayette Graff for defrauding the 
revenue of $1,000,000 by smaggling silks through 
the Appraiser’s Office at aw undervc_ uation, is 
still in Ludlow Street Jail, no steps having been 
taken since his arrival yeaterday to procure bail 
for him, In reply to's question as to whether 
or not Lawrence would be allowed to turn State's 
evidenee, Mr. Bliss seid that he would not allow 
him to do so, becanse he bad sufficient evidence 
to convict those implicated without resorting to 
that kind of testimony. The officers who took 
charge of Lawrence when he was removed from 
the steamer Seythie say that be preserves per- 
fect silence relative to the charge against him, 
but that he expressed great delight at being 
again in this city, and compleined bitterly about 
the treatment. he received while in prison in 
London, Where he was put on a diet of bread 
and water. 

When Lawrence was captured at Queenstown, 
Leland, two. sets of cipher, ove for use im tele- 
graphing and the other in correspondence, with 
many letters, were found in his trunk. From 
these and other documenta, Mr. Bliss, under 
whose supervision the case was worked up, has 
prepared the following statement of it: 

Late in Jauusry, 1875, 6 long mvestigation 
whieh had been instituted by the Collector and 
Surveyor of the P with the co-operation of 
some of the special ts, for the pa of 
ascertaining in what way goods, chiefly silk and 
laces, could be sold in the market at priess con- 
siderabiy under the costof imporvation, cul- 
minated in the sexzure of eight cases of goods, 
then recently arrived. These goods had been 
entered ae hosiery, but all ezeept one were 
found to contam expensive Frenon silks, 
They were ivvoiced from St. Etienne, n France, 
to consignees here who were discovered to be 
fietitious persons. As son a8 this seizure was 
made the investigation was direcred toward eve- 
ry one who had anytoing to do with these eigut 
cases, and to all other entries of goods with 
* hich the same had been connected. It 
was then asceitamed that chere bad been, at in- 
tervals of about a month each, eight other simi- 
lar importations of goods from Si. Etienne, all 
utvoiced as bosiery, atid h case the invoices 
contained, or purporied to éaniain, precisely the 
same kind of bomery. 

Ihe wvéstigation gradually broadened, until 
it has been discovered that with the last two 
years there bare been made st this port about 
eiguty entries wm the name of fictitious conaign- 
ees) All were fraudulentle entered. The 
m the cases werd chiefly silks, al, acas, mowairs, 
and iaces. They were entered as hosiery, but- 
tons, corsets, ba:laps; manufactures ol jute. etc 
The duty was —— upon them at the low rave re- 
quired upon thie goods wiiion they purported to 
be, and not at the high rete which they shouid 
have paid. dhe Government was in this way 
deirauded,.not only in the rate of duty, but in 
the Valuation, as the goods were entered 
as of very low value. With all, or meariy 
ail, of these ent es, Charlies L. Lawrence 
was directly concerned ; he employed the brok- 
ers, who pieparded the papers; be gave the bonds 
required upon eatry at the Custom-House, sign- 
ing them as aitornes for the nominal consignees, 
when, in fact, no such persons existed. The way 
in which the fraud was committed seems to have 
been by tne duet baibing of Deputy Collector 
Robert Des Anges. 

Uuder the system which the law provides, and 
which, from the growing comme.ce of New 
¥ork, bad.ecme to be absolutely Uecensary, when 
an entry is made at the Custom-House, all of 
tae goods ie the invoice are not sent to the Ap- 
praser for exatmmndtion. Only ome case ia ten 
weet for such examination, tue cade being 
suppcsed to be selected by the Deputy Collector 
at random, aod if being uwe that if the 
content af the case are” found to cor 
respoud with the imvoice, the covtenots 
of ail “the “Other cases are ‘also correctly 
stated in the invoice. One case im ten 
having gone to she appraiser's, the 
rémaioder of the packages contained 
in..ihe...inveice.. are ab once delivered 
to the importer. . It is obvious that if in any way 
a cases can be sent for examination thich con- 
tains goods of merit quahty, or liable to a low- 
er rate of duty than the remainder of the goods, 
the Government is defrauded of its proper duty. 
In this case; Deputy-OCollector Des Anges desig- 
nated in each inétauce the package winch was to 
go to the appraiser's, aud in esch tustanes the 
contents of the package which was thus sent 
corresponded with the invoice, but vot mth the 
oalance of the packages delivered to the im- 
porter. This coincidence alone, that in every 
one of these invoices Des Arges should have 
designated, for examiimation, the one case by 
which aloue the Gayeramedt could be defraud- 
ed, should, be sufficient to satisfy avy one that 
Des Anges must have been in collusion with the 
persons “seeking to defraud the Government. 
The Goverament, however, is in possession of a 
laxge amount of direct evidence. which, in the 
opinion of iss officers, leaves no question a6 10 

e guilt of Des Anges, , 

lin mediately upon the discovery of the fraud, 
Charles L. Lawrence escaped to Canada and 
thence to 8 He was arrested at Queens- 
town. and id his possession were found Various 
papers; end among others a letter in the bhand- 
writing of Dea Anges, without date, sigusture. 
or address. Thue letter is in these words: No 
further communication, either verbally or in 
“ritiog. You are followed aud sani. Let 
everything go to the devil. Export all you can, 
bat let me alone to try and save myself for the 
future.” There were also found i Lawrence s 

numerous letters and telegrams from 
bis wife and friends, sent to him after his escape 
from New York, and they were full of assurances 
that Des was true to the conspirators. 
Des Auges been trusted by the Government 
so much that when the existence of the frauds 
was suspected he was consulted as to the means 
to be taken to detect them. He had served io 
the United? States army during the Re- 
bellion, chiefly im the Southern Department, 
and had there made maby influential friends, 
He bas also bees an Officer in the British a:my, 
and was believed to have served erechtablg in 
that, It has been discovered, it is stated by the 
officers, that he was, not a combatant in the 
British army, but a. Paymaster, and that he ab- 
sconded in 18@2 from Eugignd, « defeulter. in bis 
accounts to the amionnt of £1,400. Des Angea

It is obvious that a number of petsons in Eu- 
rope were conc. rned in this smuggliig conspira- 
cy, and, also, that persone in Moatemi were in 
terested in it, probably furnishing t rem deal 
of the money necessary for carry it ont. 
Otbers in thie city, merchants and speculators, 
perhaps also officials, were equallyinvolved in 
it. During the hunt for the conmspimtors, every 
movement ef the Government: deere was 
watched by their friends, They even went so 
tar as to ascertain gurreptitious/yin Wasning- 
ton when extradition papers were issued by 
Secretary of State. 

The amomnt of which the Goviwnmient bar 
been defrauded in duttes has not beeu carefully: 

It se believed, bewever, that ar 
less. than $3,000,000 worth of goods bare been 
imported at this port by this gangof conspira- 
cors within the last two years.
